the importance of kindness to ani-

Republic said “state” they meant 
exactly what we mean today when 
we say “nation,” In the 18th cen- 
tury the word “nation'’ was sel- 
dom used; the word ‘state’’ was 
always understood as meaning a 
nation, The Declaration of Inde- 
after declaring that 
“these United Colonies are, and 
of right ought to be, free and in- 
dependent States,” continues; “and 
that all political connection be- 
tween them and the STATE of 
Great Britain is, and ought to be, 
dissolved.” “United States,” then, 


meant ‘United Nations.” 
Thirteen independent nations, 
seeking to free themselves from 


the domination of another nation, 
fought the War of the Revolution. 
They called their union a “Con- 
federation of States.” Exactly the 
same meaning would have been 
conveyed if they had called it a 
“League of Nations.” 

In the beginning, this union of 
independent states was nothing 
more than a mutual alliance to 
carry on the war, It was almost 
exactly the same sort of a “union” 
as that between the allied but in- 
dependent nations of Europe, for 


the conduct of the World War} 
from 1914 to 1919. The American | 
States had the common back-} 


ground of having all been subject | 
to the same domination by anoth-| 
er nation. But the utmost their 
leaders had in mind in the way of | 
a union, at the beginning of the 
Revolution, was an alliance of in-| 
dependent nations in what they 
explicitly termed a “League of 
Friendship.” 


The only central government 
that existed in America for the 


first five years of the war with 
Great Britain was the Continental 
Congress, composed of delegates 
from the thirteen states. It had 
so little power or authority that 
it could hardly be called a govern- 
ment at all, The Continental Con- 
gress could borrow money, if any- 
one would lend it, but could not 
levy taxes to repay such loans. It 
could issue requisitions to the sep- 
arate states for supplies and| 
troops, but it could not make its] 
acts effective.

MOTOR VEHICLES PAY A 
HIGH RATE OF TAXATION 


The average operator of a mo- 
tor vehicle in Alabama paid more 
in taxes to drive his machine dur- 
ing 1934 than he paid in taxes-on 
his real estate property. 

He paid, to be precise, an aver- 
age of $74.18, according to Earl 
M. Hearne, secretary of the Ala- 
bama Petroleum Industries com- 
mittee, who continues as follows: 

“The average vehicle in Alabama 
paid $41.20 in state gasoline tax, 
$8.08 in Federal gasoline taxes, 
$14.12 in license fees, $2.70 in tire 
and tube and other governmental 
excise taxes, and $8.08 in local 
city and county gasoline taxes. 

“The automotive taxes of $74.18 
paid in this state were far in ex- 
cess of those paid in the District 
of Columbia, where the total an- 
nual motor levies amounted to less 
than $27 per vehicle, and they 
compare with a nationwile aver- 
age of $45.41 each. 

“In view of the fact that the 
value of the average automobile 
is only $200, it is obvious that au- 
tomotive taxes in this state have 
become excessive. Gasoline taxes 
constitute by far the heaviest lev- 
ies on motorists today and thereby 
constitute the logical means by 
which the excessive tax burden 
on motorists can be relieved. 

“The data used in making the 
computations were official figures 
recently released by the U. S, Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, which shows 
24,933,403 vehicles registered last 
year, state gasoline tax collections 
as $565,027,000, Federal gasoline 
and oil taxes as $194,947,000, li- 
cense fees as $304,928,000, and 
Federal excise taxes exclusive of 
those on gasoline and oil, as 
$67,384,802.
